To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Neyland  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  for  the  year  1962.  Details 
will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  The  main  items  are  summ- 
arised as  follows s- 

Population 

The  highest  population  figure  was  in  1930  (2,^20). 
Since  then  there  has  been  a gradual  small  decline  to  the  present 
figure  (2,150). 

Births 

The  General  Birth  Rate  19»5  (per  1,000  population) 
was  one  of  the  highest  over  the  past  15  years,  and  is  considerably 
higher  than  the  National  Birth  Rate. 

There  was  1 Still -Birth  and  1 Illegitimate-Birth, 
these  being  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

Deaths 

The  General  Death  Rate  was  considerably  higher  than 
the  previous  year  and  much  higher  than  the  National  Death  Rate. 

This  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  55$  of  all  deaths  were 
in  persons  aged  70  or  over.  This  in  turn  indicates  a high  percentage 
of  elderly  people  in  the  population. 

Degenerative  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels 
accounted  for  approximately  50$  of  all  deaths. 

There  was  one  Infant  death  which  is  about  average 
for  the  District. 

There  were  8 deaths  from  Cancer,  same  as  for  the 
preceding  year.  This  figure  is  rather  high  for  the  District,  but 
cannot  be  attributed  to  any  particular  form  of  cancer. 

There  was  one  accidental  death,  no  deaths  due  to 
Tuberculosis,  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  very  few  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
during  the  year.  We  continue  to  have  one  or  two  fesh  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  each  year.  These  however  are  usually  early 
mild  cases  responding  well  to  treatment.  There  have  only  been 
3 deaths  in  the  District,  attributable  to  Tuberculosis,  in  the  past 
10  years. 


Facilities  are  available  for  routine  immunisation 
against  Tuberculosis,  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus. 

Environmental  Hygiene 

There  are  no  major  sanitary  problems  in  the  District. 
Water  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quantity  & quality.  Milk  and  Ice 
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Environmental  Hygiene  (Cont'd) 

Cream  maintain  a high  standard  of  hygiene  in  preparation  & distrib- 
ution. 


There  is  still  a relatively  high  demand  for  re- 
housing, and  a considerable  number  of  low  category  dwellings  in  the 
District . 


There  is  no  serious  atmospheric  pollution,  although 
one  wonders  what  effect  the  new  Regent  Refinery  will  have  in  this 
respect.

Discussion  of  Vital  Statistics 


The  General  Birth  Rate  increased  over  the  preceding  year,  and 
is  higher  than  the  National  Rate. 

The  number  of  Still-Births  & Illegitimate  Births  remained 
the  same  i.e.  one. 

The  General  Death  Rate  was  considerably  higher  than  the  pre- 
ceding year,  being  the  highest  since  1947*  Cancer  & Infant  Deaths 
remained  substantially  the  some  as  for  the  ijreceding  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis  and  only 
one  Accidental  death.

Ice-Cream  Supply 

8 Retailers  of  Ice-Cream  in  the  District.  No  producers.  15 
inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 

11  samples  of  Ice-Cream  were  taken  & forwarded  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen,  for  testing  and  report.  All 
proved  to  be  Grade  I (Highly  Satisfactory).

Water  Supply 
Sources  of  supply 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  Precelly  gathering  grounds  and 
impounding  reservoir  in  North  Pembrokeshire  (Prescelly  Water  Board). 
A Branch  main  from  the  Prescelly  trunk  main  supplies  the  Neyland 
service  reservoir. 

The  Water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  It  is  filtered 
and  chlorinated  as  it  leaves  the  impounding  reservoir.  Regular 
routine  sampling,  both  bacteriological  & chemical  is  carried  out 
by  the  Engineer  to  the  Prescelly  Water  Board. 

Sampling 

2 Water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  Both  were  satis- 
factory.

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General  Sanitation  and  Hygiene 


Refuse  collection  & Disposal 

Weekly  collection.  Disposal  by  tipping  in  rural  area.  The 
tip  is  treated,  periodically  for  rodent  infestation.  Collection 
is  made  by  new  Bantam  vehicle. 

The  receptacles  provided  by  householders  for  refuse  are 
generally  below  standard.  An  effort  to  require  householders  to 
provide  the  standard,  metal,  air-tight  bin,  is  required. 

Sewerage  & Sewage  disposal 

Practically  100$  dwellings  connected  to  main  sewerage  system, 
Sev/age  passes  to  modern  sewage  farm  where  filltration  & settle- 
ment takes  place.  The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  Haven,
